I want to take this opportunity to share my vision with the 
field, My purpose in doing this is to provide information which 
will keep everyone updated on exactly where we stand with our 
growth and recruiting objectives along with the efforts we have 
made, the effort we will need to make, and the potential we have 
to achieve these objectives.
